The Watson Mazer has suffered somewhat in the passage of 

time and, like the Craigievar’ Mazer, has been crudely repaired ; 

_ while, like the Bute-Bannatyne Mazer in Scotland and the 

Bermondsey Abbey alms-dish in England, it has at some time 

been subjected to remodelling and modification, a not uncommon 
practice in the late 16th Century. 


The bowl from every detail of its form and construction 
would seem to have been made in the early years of the reign 
of James V of Scotland. The embattled band below the wide 
lip is a Gothic feature that vanished well before the Reformation, 
and the individual escalloped fringe decorated with ‘‘feathered”’ 
piles is a feature met with upon Mazers of the late 15th and 
early 16th Centuries, this particular technical treatment forming 
a valuable link between the decorative handling of the bowl 
of the Bute-Bannatyne Mazer and the debased Renaissance 
foliated forms of the later Scottish standing Mazers of between 
1557 and 1576; the band was in all probability originally 
plain the running design of foliage springing from cornucopia- 
like motifs probably being added about the middle of the 
16th Century. 

The trumpet-shaped foot and stem of the “‘ Watson Mazer ’ 
and the heraldic print which ornaments the interior of the 
bowl are considerably later in date than the bowl itself. The 
foot is enriched with a series of deeply embossed pear-shaped 
panels rising into the stem with around the border an inscription 
in old Scots “ TYNE GEIR TYNE LITIL TYNE HONOVR TYNE 
MUCKIL TYNE HART TYNE AL’’. The shape and decoration 
of the foot is reminiscent of the English Font Cups of the early 
16th Century and shews no kinship to the late Renaissance 
work of the Tulloch, Galloway, Craigievar, Fergusson group. 
The print, however, apart from its heraldic embellishments 
bears ample evidence of its period in its foliated embossed 
decoration and in its margin which is of characteristic Re- 
naissance design and has no affinities with the earlier pendent 
border below the lip of the cup proper. The heraldry upon the 
print, which is purely Scottish in treatment, has not yet been 
satisfactorily elucidated. The shield, between the initials of 
the owner D.V. for presumably David Watson, is charged with 
the arms of Watson argent, an oak tree proper and a fess (azure).

Owing to the circumstance that all the original records of the 
Lyon Office and all but a few scattered grants of arms in private 
possession were destroyed in the 17th Century, these arms are 
unrecorded in the New Register of Scottish arms commenced 
in 1672 to replace the lost evidences. Many Watsons, however, 
after that date matriculated arms and with a knowledge of 
the practices of Scottish heralds it is possible to pronounce 
these arms to be those of the parent stock of the Watsons, 
the Watsons of Saughton, Midlothian. The earliest Watsons 
of Saughton mentioned in the Register of the Privy Council 
of Scotland were James and John, presumably brothers, who 
with others were portioners of the lands of Saughton in 1572 
and 1576-7; the D.V of the print was not improbably their 
father who would have been living in the middle of the 16th 
Century, the period to which the mazer in its present form ~ 
must be ascribed. 


With regard to the mark: the rim is stamped four times 
with a flewr-de-lys within a shield with an invected margin, 
once singly and a second time in a group of three in juxta- 
position. ° . ; 

_ This punch has not been found on any othe1 piece of Scottish — 
silver ; but there is weighty evidence to asciibe it to Aberdeen, 

especially in its tiiple form. Sir Charles Jackson gives no 

fleur-de-lys as a hall mark for Aberdeen, but Cripps illustrates 

a fleur-de-lys in association with the mark H.A in monogram 

(presumably fo. Hew Anderson) which appears on the Commun- 

ion Cup of 1633 at Fintary, Aberdeenshire. Furthermore, 

he also illustrates a similar flewr-de-lys with a makei’s mark 

F.D upon beakers of about 1730 at Drainie-by-Elgin, which 

for no apparent reason Jackson gives to Inverness. There is 

also in the Church at Monymusk a beaker, ordered in 1691 

through the agency of the Laird of Monymusk, which bears 
for hall-maik a shield charged with three fleurs-de-lys under a 
closed crown. This ca‘) definitely be ascribed to Old Aberdeen, 

since stamped with it is the other Aberdeen maik AB in a 

shield, similar to the mark associated with work bearing the 

maik R.C of Robert Cruikshank woiking in Old Aberdeen at 

that time.
